Germans to Help Rebuild 
War-torn Areas 


E demobilisation of nearly 
750,000 German Army, Navy 
and Air Force personnel began 
in North Germany yesterday, 
says Reuter’s Special Corre- 
spondent. They will soon be 
sent to Belgium, Holland and 
France to take part in the work 
of reconstruction, according to 
their pre-service trades, 

When this work is finished, they 

will begin reconstructional work 

essential to the Allied Military 
Government in Germany. This 
task is expected to take years. 

A Zurich message states that there 
are still many Nazis, both military 
and civilian, hiding in the Austro- 
German border region east of Lake 
Constance. According to a French 
occupation officer, the population 
are helping to conceal them. 

In Constance, which the Germans 
proclaimed an undefended hospital 
town before the collapse, the French 
this week found that their official 
proclamations posted up in public 
places had been torn down overnight. 
The occupation troops threatened to 
burn down the quarters concerned 
should this recur. 

Last week they were forced to 

evacuate virtually the entire popula- 
tion of a district adjoining the 
Swiss frontier. because of the 
opulation’s recalcitrance and the 
act that German soldiers - were 
being hidden. The evacuees were 
sent to Alsace to work in fields 
mined by the Germans.

“ Evacuees ” 


Nearly six years ago, the few 
visitors who remained in Britain 
just before the outbreak of war 
could see melancholy lines of 
children waiting at the railway 
stations for the trains which 
would carry them from their 
homes to areas of safety. A new’ 
word—or, at least, a new usage— 
had been added to the English 
language. The children—not the 
cities—were being evacuated; 
they were “evacuees.” The 


mass migration of these children, 


many of them from the poorest 
families, into the country gave|p 
ris¢ to acute problems. Un- 
disciplined or dirty children were 
billeted in orderly homes, and a 
battle fos suprema¢y began at 
once. Some housewives regarded 
their guests as interlopers; some 
children regarded their hostesses 
as inhuman tyrants. In ceftain 
cases the child’s hatred of the 
country or desire for home. led | 
to a precipitate return, against 
official advice, into the danger 
zone. To some city children the 
country was a strange and terrify- 
ing place. They found it hard|:e 
to sleep without the familiar 
street noises, impossible to exist 
without the cinema. Indeed,-a 
whole saga of evacuee tales 
arose, hinging upon the urban 
youngster’s complete ignorance 
of life outside his own immediate 
environment. The Manchester 
Guardian recalls the astonished 
remark of a couple of London 
children on arrival in a Welsh 
mining town, concerning which 
pictures of sooty-faced miners] 
obviously had given them the 
direst forebodings: “Lumme, 
Evacuees were 
shown, indeed, in the most prac- 
tical manner how the other half 
of the world lived; and they 
scarcely could be blamed if some 
of them did not like it very 
much.. Yet those who were re- 
ceived kindly—there were .many 
of them—and who remained 
with their rural foster-parents|> 
until the danger was past, may 
take home with them something
